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FABERGE EXHIBITION HAS $11 MILLION IMPACT 

(Cleveland, OH) The Cleveland Museum of Art, in collaboration with the Growth 
Association of Cleveland, announced today that the exhibition Faberge in American had an 
economic impact of nearly $1 1 million in the 8 county regional area. The exhibition ran from 
March 9 to May 1 1 in 1997, drawing 172,600 visitors. 

The research findings are a result of surveys conducted by the museum and analyzed 
by the research department of the Greater Cleveland Growth Association using a Northeast 
Ohio regional economic forecasting model developed by Regional Economic Models, Inc. 

The results are based upon 773 completed questionnaires taken from a random sample of 
visitors to the museum during the exhibition. All impact estimates are calculated based upon 
information from visitors from outside the Cleveland Consolidated Metropolitan Statistical 
Area (CMSA), which includes Cuyahoga, Lake, Lorain, Medina, Geauga, Ashtabula, Portage 
and Summit counties. 

According to the study, 58% of the museum's visitors came from outside this 8-county 
area. Of these 100,100 visitors, 43,847 were "day trippers" while the balance stayed for 1 or 
more nights. Approximately 20,700 stayed for one night, 30,3.00 for two or three nights, and 
5,300 stayed for three or more nights. 

Robert P. Bergman, director of the museum stated: "This study confirms our position 
as one of Cleveland's most significant tourist attractions. As with Pharaohs in 1996, we 
know that our major exhibitions and permanent collections draw people from all parts of the 
continent and abroad. We are thankful to the Growth Association for lending its expertise to 
this study." 

“These statistics demonstrate the valuable impact of the exhibit on the local 
economy,” Jack Kleinhenz, chief economist and director of Research for the Growth 
Association, commented. In addition, “the museum and its exhibits are an important aspect of 
our region’s quality of life for companies and business executives considering relocating to 
Northeast Ohio.”
